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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
admitted prior art in view of Manohar et al. The admitted prior art refrigeration cycle 
shown in Figures 4 and 5 and described on pages 1-9 of the specification is the same 
as the claimed invention with the exception of the auxiliary cooling circuit and gas cooler 
being cooled by the same cooling fluid. Manohar teaches the use of the same cooling 
fluid 238 cooling both the gas cooler 224b and the auxiliary cooling circuit 224a in which 
the gas cooler is upstream of the auxiliary cooling circuit. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the 
admitted prior art refrigeration cycle such that it included the use of the same cooling 
fluid for cooling both the gas cooler and the auxiliary cooling circuit in a series 
arrangement in view of the teachings of Manohar. The location of the gas cooler 
downstream of the auxiliary cooling circuit would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art since the cooling of both heat exchangers occurs with either arrangement. 

Applicant's arguments filed on March 17, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. For example, with respect to applicant's contention that 
Manohar does not show the auxiliary cooling circuit having substantially the same 
ventilation area as that of the gas cooler, it is noted that Manohar clearly shows the heat 
exchanger 224a receiving the heart transfer fluid that has passed through heat 
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exchanger 224b. It is the examiner's position that the distance between the two heat 
exchangers which are shown in only schematic form in Figure 4 does not substantially 
effect the operation of the heat exchange operation and furthermore applicant has not 
defined what constitutes "substantially the same area". For one heat exchanger to be 
upstream or downstream of the other as is recited in the claims, clearly the heat 
exchangers are not in the same area.
